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Egypt seeks solution 
to demarcation row 





180 taken prisoners 


CAIRO, April 26 (Agencies) — President 
Hosni Mubarak call^ Monday for a quick 
solution to the last remaining demarcation 
depute between Egypt and IsraeU declaring 
Egypt will not "concede one inch of our 
sacred land." 

The president, in a 63-minute speech 
before the Peoples* Assembly, said “We will 
strive for a quick and just solution to the 
dispute that Israel has started on area demar- 
cation in the Taba area." The dispute remains 
unsettled despite Israel's withdrawal from 
the rest of the Sinai peninsula. 

“We have no demands but that of justice 
and we have no interest in territorial expan- 
sion, but at the same time we shall not con- 
cede and we do not have the power to con- 
cede one-inch of our sacred land and we 
/eject any bargaining on this...." Mubarak 
said. 

Israel has withdrawn to the line recognized 
by Egypt at Taba, south of the port of Eilat, 
and Eg^'s forces have advanced to the line 
recognized by Israel. The multi-national 
peacekeeping force is in Taba, and negotia- 
tions on the dispute are continuing. “We 
insist on the return of our sovereignty on that 
spot of territory that falls within our bound- 
aries," said Mubarak. 

Mubarak praised the late President Anwar 
Sadat and said the withdrawal from Sinai was 
Sadat's achievement. He also thanked the 
United States for its efforts in mediating 
peace. 

He said the basis for the U.S.-sponsored 
Camp David formiial was the need to solve 
the Palestinian problem,' and added Egypt 
looked forward to a resumption in the near 
future of talks with Israel on self-rule for the 
Palestinians in Israeli-occupied lands. 

Mubarak criticized Israel for building Jew- 
ish settlements on occupied Arab land. 
"Egypt does not represent the Palestinian 
people or speak on their behalf,” he said. 
"But on the other hand, none of us wishes to 
see the continuation of occupation and con- 
solidation of Israeli control over Palestinian 
land.” 

Denying Thai Egypt had forsaken the 
Palestinian cause. Mubarak said Egypt would 
persevere with flegotiations on P^estinian 
autonomy in the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza. As a first step, he said. Israel should 
remove its military government and permit 
election of self-ruling Arab administration 
with wide civilian powers. 

Meanwhile, an Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Monday denied a report by 
Israeli officials that a provisional agreement 
on the Taba demarcation dispute had been 
signed. "We have not signed any agreement 
yeL” the spokesman, Raouf Ghoniem, said. 

Tlie Israeli officials had said that represen- 
tatives of the two countries and the United 
States had signed the agreement during Sun- 
day night and that it provided, for forther 
negotiations. Ghoniem said U.S. Deput>' 
Secretary of State Walter Stoessel was due in 
Cairo for more talks on the issue. 

In a first-ever joint Israeti-Egyptian tele- 
cast, Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
and Mubarak said Sunday (hey want peace 
forever. But others interview^ during the 
hour-long program by lsraeli,media expres- 
sed doubt that the return of the Sinai to Egypt 
was enough to assure peace if the Palestinian 
problem is not resolved. 

Begin said Israel took a military risk by 
giving up so much occupied territory "but the 
essential thing is that our two countries have 
, agreed there will never be war again, never 
any more bloodshed and that peace will reign 
between them forever." 

Mubarak said he is proud of the Egyptian 
people, who had always been "a spearhead of 
peace." 

In a related development U.S. President 


Reagan telephoned the leaders of Egypt and 
Israel after the transfer of Sinai Sunday to 
express his "personal admiration for their 
statesmanship and the risks they have taken" 
in pursuit of Middle East peace." 

The White House earlier had issued a writ- 
ten statement that it formally took "note" of 
Israel's return of the Sinai to Egypt. In Can- 
berra, Australian Foreign Minister Tony 
Street said Monday the return of the Sinai 
marked the end of a chapter in the Middle 
East conflict. This was one step in the process 
of confidence-building and created a model 
for future stability in the region, he added. 

In Moscow, the Soviet Union Monday 
condemned the Israeli handover of Sinai to 
Egypt and said Cairo had gained the territory 
at the cost of betraying the Palestinians. An 
official statement issued by Tass news agency 
colled Sunday’s ceremonies held in this con- 
nection were a fajre. 

King Juan Carlos Monday sent a con- 
gratulatory message to Mubarak, after Israel 
returned Sinai in what the Spanish monarch 
called "a historic day" which “reestablishes 
the territorial integrity of your country." 

In Muscat, Sultan Qaboos Bin Said of 
Oman sent his congratulations Monday to 
Mubarak on tbe Israeli withdrawal. But in the 
message, broadcast by Radio Oman, he said 
that to rejoice "shoitid not make us for^t 
Jerusalem, which along with other cTCCupied 
territories, is suffering from the occupation 
oitieal."

BEIRUT, April 26 (R) — Iraqi parliamen-

Iraq says the shutting down of the pipelines 
is part of a secret agreement between Damas- 
cus and Tehran. It has also accused Syria of 
plotting to topple Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein.

Somalia and North Yemen.

Gold prices fall after early gains 


LONDON, April 26 ( AP) — Gold buhion 
prices sank back in late trading Monday after 
gains earlier in the day but still dosed higher 
than last Friday. The U.S. dollar declined. 
(See financial roundup page 13). 

Bullion prices surged by up to S12 an 
ounce in what dealers described as a "hectic" 
initial response to the landing of British 
troops on the Falkland Islands dependency of 
South Georgia. 

Dealers said news that Britain had taken 
the island Sunday was tempered by Argcn- 
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tina's claim that fighting continued later, gold 
prices fell back from the strong opening with 
the outcoime still uncenain. Investors often 
turn to gold during times of international ten- 
sion. 

At the close, the precious metal cost 
S355.50 a troy ounce in London, up S2.75 
from Friday. In Zurich, gold gained $6 an 
ounce, trading at $357.50. Earlier, in Hong 
Kong gold finished ai 5365.42. up 7.21. 

Tbe dollar under pressure on expectations 
of lower American interest rates, fell against 
all major foreign currencies. Tbe British 
pound, which was weak against most conti- 
nental currencies, edgetiup to $1,7742 from 
Friday's late rate of I -.7698. 

France urges EEC 
to tighten trade laws 

LUXEMBOURG, April 26 (R) — France 
Monday asked its European Common Mar- 
ket partners to consider strengthening trade 
legislation to combat unfair competition from 
imports. 

The French proposals were submitted to a 
meeting of EuFofKan Economic Community 
(EEC) foreign ministers here by the French 
minister for European affairs, Andre Chan- 
deraagor. 

Chandernagor. outlining his suggestions to 
the press, said they would involve a closer 
sratistical watch on imports and the introduc- 
tion of new legislation to guard against unfair 
trade practices by foreign suppliers. 


WASHINGTON. April 26 (A?) — 
Argentina is taking its case against Britain in 
the Falkland Islands crisis to the Organiza- 
tion of American States after announcing a 
suspension of indirect negotiations to end the 
conflict peacefully. 

The 21 parties to the 1947 Rio Treaty, 
including the United States, were convening 
at OAS headquarters Monday. But it was 
unclear Aether Argentina would seek to 
imp'Xiv* hemispheric sanctions against Britain 
under the treaty's collective defense pnL’.v 
sions. The meeting is being held at the foreign 
ministers' level. 

Argentine Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa 
Mendez told reporters Sunday night that 
indirect negotiations with Britain to end the 
crisis were being temporarily suspended 
because of Britain's helicopter attack on an 
Argentine submarine and the landing of Brit- 
ish military forces on South Georgia Island. 

"For us. this means no negotiations with 
Britain for the time being," he said. This con- 
tradicted an earlier statement in which Costa 
Mendez suggested there would be no let up in 
Argentina's effons to achieve peace. “Dip- 
lomacy never ends," he said. 

Costa Mendez said the British military 
action would have "grave consequences for 
peace" but added later under questioning: "I 
think we can prevent conflict, yet." 

A majority of OAS members sympathize 
with the Argentine position on grounds that 
Britain's 149-year control over the Islands 
was a legacy of British colonial rule. But it 
was not clear whether Argentina could mus- 
ter tbe two-thirds majority required to 
impose sanctions against Britain. 

UAE army saves 
22 daycare kids 

MANAMA, April 26 (AP) — United 
Arab Emirates armed forces helicopters took 
part in rescue op>erations of 22 daycare chil- 
dren during an apartment fire Sunday in Abu 
Dhabi, the U.A.E. capital. 

The U.A.E. newspaper AX-Ktudegi said 
Monday that eight children suffered minor 
injuries in the fire, which was attributed to a , 
short circuit. It said the children were being 
kept in an unlicensed daycare setup. 

Brigadier Sheikh Khalifa Bin Zayed. the 
U.A.E. crown prince and deputy armed 
fotc^ commander, supervised the rescue 
operation, the report said. 


LONDON, April 26 (AP) — The com- 
mander of Argentine forces on the Falkland 
Islands dependem^ of South Georgia sur- 
rendered Monday morning after British 
troops recaptured the Islancfs two main 
ports. Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher told 
the House of Commons. 

She said some 180 Argentine prisoners 
were taken in the assault whidi began Sunday 
morning with a Imdinjg at the largest port, 
Grytviken, followed'by the securing of .Leith 
harbor Monday. . 

Entering the house to the cheers of her 
supporters, Mrs. Thatcher congratulated the 
British Marines who carried out the opera- 
tion, but added, " I should like to emphasize 
that the repossession of South Georgia in no 
way ai ters the govemmenf s deteniunation to 
achieve a negotiated.solution to the current. . 
crisis.” 

She said she regretted the decision by 
Argentine Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa 
Mendez to break off talks with U.S. Secretary 
of State Alexander M. Haig Jr. in Washing- 
ton. Haig has sought to mediate a settlement 
to the confrontation spark^ by Argentina's 
seizure of the Falkland April 2 and South 
Geor^a a day later. 

"As the British task force approaches 
closer to the Falklands, the urgent need is to 
speed up the negotiations," she said. 

Mrs. Thatcher said in retaking South 
Georgia, British forces were told to use 
minimum force. As a result, she said, there 
had been only one serous injury to an Argen- 
tine seaman. Tltose captured were not 
prisoners-of war. Mrs. Tbatchn said, as "a 
state of war does not exist between ourselves 
and A^nttna.” Tbey will be returned to 
Argentina, she said, "about 200 prisoners 
were taken, including up to SO military rebi- 
' forcements who had been on tfte'Aigentinian 
' submarine" Fe, hit by British forces in - 
tbe opsoing stages of the operarfon, - 
Thatcher said. 

Michael Foot. leader of the Labor Pam 
opposition , praised the "extreme skilP trith 
which the British landing was carried out, but 
warned of a "deepening sense of anxiety 
throughout the country" over the crisis. He 
urged that the United Nations should be 
asked to help in settling the dispute, saying 
“the search for peace must never be tor- 
pedoed by us.” 

Mrs. Thatcher said: "We share that anxi- 
ety.” and added: "Yes of course we seek for 
peace. But we did not break the peace. While 
we search for peace, our people, British peo- 
ple, are under the occupation of the Argenti- 
nian invaders.” 

(Zosta Mendez said Sunday that bis country 


was "tedmically" at war with Britain after 
the two-hoiir South Geor^a battle Sund^. 

Press Association defense correspondent - 
Robert Hutchinson said British forces would 
likely attack the main Falkland Islands 800 
miles (l,2S5knis) northwest of South Geor- 
gia “within the next 48 hours.”

SEOUL, April 26 (R) — Despite growing 
anti-American sentiment among South 
Korean opposition groups because of official 
U.S. support of the Seoul government. Presi- 
dent Reagan Monday said he was encour- 
aged by the actions of President Chun Doo 
Hwan. 

"1 believe that the steps you have taken 
toward national reconciliation since you took 
office last year are most encouraging," the 
president said in a letter handed to Chun by 
visiting U.S. Vice President George Bush. 

"1 would sincerely hope that the restora- 
tion of stability in Korea would permit the 
continuation of that process in the future," 
said the letter, which added that Bush's visit 
underscored American dcterminat'ion to help 
Korea deter aggression. 

Meanwhile a South Korean government 
spokesman said Bush, in an hour-long meet- 
ing with Chun, reaffirmed U.S. commitment 
to the defense of South Korea and made dear 
that there would be no change in American 
policy toward Communist North Korea.

April 26 — The Research 
and Development Center (RDC).

research works in various fields related to 
economics, public and budness administ- 
ration, accounts and statistics.

Alaki said that one of RDCs main 
objectives is to offer consultation to pri- 
vate and public sector institutions and 
organize training programs in different 
fields relaline to economics and administ- 
ration. The results and findings of 
research conducted by students are pub- 
lished and distributed among local, 
national and international innitutions. 

The management training unit of RDC 
provides programs for developing organ- 
izational effectiveness and admini&tradve 
efficiency. It designs .specialized training 
programs for administrative personnel 
interested in developing their jobs within 
an organization, he added. 


Jeddah grain 
silos sales rise 
by 48 percent 

JEDDAH, April 26 (SPA) — The Jeddah 
Grain Silos and Flour Mills sold more than 
4.77 million bags of flour in the outgoing 
fiscal year, registering a 48 percent increase 
over the preceding year and 1 24 percent over 
the fiscal year 1 979/80. 

Of dtis quantity. 3.765,229 bags contained 
powdered flour, 881 ,720 bags o^inary flour 
and 123,868 bags consisted of wheat* flour. 
During the same year, nearly 5,000 ions of 
loose flour was sold to bakeries, with a record 
increase of 23 percent over the last year. 

Meanwhile, in the outgoing fiscal year, the 
produedoD of one-kilo and tw'o-kilo bags 
began and 92,840 of such bags were sold. 
Likewise, tiie bran and different types of fod- 
dbr commanded a sale of 2,725,623 bags, 
recording an average increase of 70 percent. 
Nearly 2,000 tons of soft bran was exported 
to Bahrain, as the quantity was in surplus of 
the reqiurements of local consumption.

It said an army patrol in the village of 
Yamoun, near Jenin in the northern West 
Bank, saw two masked men trying to disrupt 
classes at the local school. 

When th^ 'ordend them to stop, one of 
them brandt^ed a knife and was shot, it said.

^ SEIZURE OF S. GEORGIA 

The British landing in South Georgia, that xemote, icy 
Mmdst uxtinhk^ted island in the southernmost rad' of 
J the world, may ac^ally uj^ the process of 
"’ful'settiemenf 'of tfie’Tireterih^ispate between Britain 
and Argentina. It is so £ar from the main Falkland 
Islands that the Argentines could not have successfully' 
defended it without incuiring heavy losses. The British 
too would have paid a high and bloody price for their 
seizure. 

Perb^ Argentine leaders wanted the island to jEall 
into British hands in order to retum to the British part of 
the self-respect that they lost when the islands fell into 
Argentine hands earlier this month. The seizure, or 
recoyeiy as the British say, may mollify British pride and 
make a negotiated settlement probable having chas- 
tened the^gentines and shown the world at large that 
Britain is still a power to be reckoned with and which can 
do battle thoii^ds of miles. away from home. 

The Argentina must have knoymtim all along. Brit- 
papers and militaiy analysts have been aimouncing 
openly that the first task of the British fleet will be to 
recover South Georgia from which British aircraft will 
be sent out to pound Argentine positions in the main 
islands. Pictures of the £land and descriptions of its 
terrain were featured regularly in the Britub papus imtil 
24 hours before the landing was carried out. 

The seizure, will help boost Mrs. Thatcher’s image at 
home, rally' the British around their government, and 
restore some of their self-esteem which they had lost 
when the Argentines slapped them in the face. It will 
also give them added prestige to negotiate from a posi- 
tion of strength even if, in .the end, they are forced to 
make concessions. 

The Argentines will put a fight and may well cost the 
British a lot of casualties since they are ^tter 
entrenched and have shorter lines of t^mmunicatioDS. 
To give up the islands now will cost the regime izi Bulbs' 
Aires whatever little support it may have gained and 
may well bring its demise in a national uprising of dread- 
ful consequences. 

The' British may decide to inflict more damage on the 
Ai^ntines both in the islands and mainland airports 
before they can feel they have sufficlentiy retaliated adtd 
ready to talk things over across the table. ^

Both 
Uruguay and Gen. Augusto Pinochefs militaiy 
government had earlier issued statements calling 
' for a peaceful resolution to the Falklands dispute. 

The meetings between Pinochet, and Aivarea, 
whose viat to CbUe had been arranged several 
months earlier, did not necessarily concentrate on* 
the Falklands crisis. Diplomatic sources in Santiago

PARIS — 

French state-owned televirion lastjveek put out a 
peak-vievnog program on Aigentine * • r e pr es sion 
with a barrowing account of the disappearance of 
two Frendi nuns among the 16,000 people missh^ 
since the estabUshment of a milxt^ regjirie six 
years ago. 

As the televisioa service is directly subject to 
''misisteriai control by tbe Socialist govenuneDt, the 
'tixamsof' tlw hbus-long dramatized documentary 
was a clear sign that France is now emotiooally- 
involved with a British success in tbe Falklamb 
affair, as weS as being Britain's first political ally. 

A complex series of argomeats nmgmg from 
Socialist preoccupation with topping extreme 
rigbt-tring regimes in Latin America to long-term 
inteiests in the European Economic Conunimity 
and scattered Rreoch dependencies has led to uns- 
■tinting diplo’matic support for Britain since tbe 
Falklands Islands invasion. 

French officials are congratolating themsrives on 
rapid dedrioD-making by PresideDt Francois Mit- 
terrand knd bis stron^y pro-EEC foreign minister, 
Claude ^eysson, which they bdieve will affect 
Britain's attitude toward Europe in the future. The 
ambiguous approach of the United Slates led one 
foreign afCaiis official to say: "The British must now 
know who they can depend on in a crisis.” 

It is doubtful, though, whether Ffaoce’sdiploma- 
tic attitude would have been so dear-cut aga^ 
Argentina without pressures from inride tbe Social- 
ist Party as well as advice to Mitterrand both from 
bis wife, Danielle, and bis adviser on Latin Ameri- 
can questions, Regjs Debray. 

Madame N^errand ia a spokesman for a stxoog 
latin American iobl^ in tbe French Sodaiist Party, 
where affairs tike tbe fall of Salvador Alleixle's 
left-vdng government in Chile exercise a fasdnatton, 
similar to that of Spain on tbe pre-war Left She bas' 
been credited with peisuaAngtbe pierident to send 
arms to Nicaragua. 

However, tbe party believes that Micteriand has 
been dragging his feet on tbe question of right-wing 
dictatorships since taking sides on tbe issue with. 
Mexias immediately after tbe presidential election 
last year. 

To revive the rommitment, the Soeiatist Party 
sent a hlghlevel delegation to Central America and 
Qiba in February and, as a result of its pressure, 
Mitterrand last week sent Debray, a former com-, 


panioD of Che Guevara, on a afanilftr pgsri o p. Until' 
now, Debray has been kept out of Latin America so 
as not to offend tbe United States, wfakfa objected 
to his ap p o i n tm ent. 

TTie Falklands — or the Malouines as they are' 
known here — are seen by the Socialist Faity as 
providing new proof that President Ronald Reagan 
is committed to favoring extreme right govern- 
ments in Latin America even at the eqiense of 
NATO allies. This win increase pressure for more 
active French intervention. 

I mm ediate Fruidi suqiport for Britain, however, 
wra based on solidari^ in^e the Market, 

with a secondary glance at France's scattered 
dependencies in foe Indian Ocean, Carfobean and 
Pacific, several of whidi are subject to dignite. 

Although difficulties in the EEC are strongest in 
relation to British-Freneb arguments over foe Brit- 
ish budget and the Common Agricultural' POli^ 
(which fevofs Fiance), no trade-off was 
by France for its out^ken support in the Securi^ 
Coundi and its strongly pro-B rit^ d^macy 
inside the EEC which 1^ to the trade boycott and 
arms ban. There is Ifftie doubt that if the Frendi had 
been cool to Britain, EEC policy would be 
more v^ue,

One of world’s most beautiful zoos 


is in Delhi

NEW DELHI — The tourist Hdgeted 
nervously in the yellow and blue trolley that 
trundles tourists around (he Delhi zoo, Hve, 
ten. then twenty minutes pa^ed after the 
scheduled departure time. In the hundreds, 
Indian sightseers streamed past on foot— the 
women in bright flowered saris, the men 
somber hi white shirts, navy or gray pants the 
in shorts, babbling and shrieking with 
ekeitement. They stared up curiously at the 
foreigner stiji waiting in the trolley and irrit> 
ably twiddling his thumbs. Eventually a 
driver bustled up to announce that the trolley 
would not be running that hour, "The normal 
man is not here shiing in the iToUey," he 
explained. "The normal man does not pay for 
mdley. He goes by foot." 

Reluctantly the tourist climbed down to 
mingle with the crowds, dreading the grubby 
hanffi begging baksheesh. Inevitably the 
street urchins followed with their litany of 
"one rupee,..chocolates...baii-point pen..." 

Such nuisances notwithstanding, the only 
way to see the Delhi zoo i.s by foot. To view it 
from the tourist trolley would be, to recall 
Frances Cornford's lines, like walking 
through the fields with gloves on "when the 
gratis is a.s soft as the breasr of doves and 
sbivcring-sweei to the touch." 


An earlier poet and nature lover, Walt 
Whitman, wished to "live with the animals, 
they are so placid and self-contained. They 
do.not sweat and whine about their condi- 
tion...not one kneels to another, nor to hb 
kind that lived thousands of years ago." 

Such equality may reign amongthe animals 
in the zoo, but zoo keepers, street urchins and 
many of the 1.3 million Indians who virit the 
zoo each year know who the king of the 
beasts is. And some are eager to share the 
secret for a little baksheesh; they crook their 
fuigers and beckon the foreign tourbt to fol- 
low down the tree-lined path to see the white 
tigers; the pale spedmens of the ^ledes who 
teigii supreme in the zoo — at leasts as far as 
the humans are concerned. 



Humans mock the captivity only of the 
mighty beasts. Standing in white homespun 
on the edge of the lion's enclosure, a sightseer 
Qings water at a lion, then sticks, and finally 
'growls at him — anything to provoke a res- 
ponse. When the Hon snorts, his audience 
gleams. 

Bystanders throw ballcd-up newspapers at 
the chimps. The male claws up small stones, 
and holds them aloft, taunting his own tor- 
mentors, and poised as if to throw them. The 
chimp is one of the rare males in the zoo. 

• "The males tend to run amuck in captiv- 
ity.** explained a zoo official. Consequently, 
ttere is little breeding. Exchange, gifts and 
purchase are how the Delhi zoo gets its ani- 
mals. The only young were a two-year old 
ti^r, a month-old antelope, and a 4- 
month-old rhino, nuzzling his thick-skinned 
mother. 


Luckiest of the animals are the leopards in 
their loi^, high-domed cage, so overgrown 
by morning glory that it seems a bower rather 
than a cage. As they pace and stretch, do they 
roam imaginary jungles? They look too 
beautiful to be Itored. Do they brood in cap- 
tivity? And what do they make of the endless 
repetition of faces staring across at them? Do 
they blunt their sight to bars and wire and 
dream instead of vast jungle and forest? 

Zoo animals do not suffer the tedium long. | 
They die young, here, as they do in the wOd. i 
The spiral-homed eland; the Sambar deen | 
any one of the remaining 800 Indian wild ' 
aases which can run as fast as a horse; the i 
long-snouted sloth bear, the African lion: a | 
meager IS to 20 years is their allotment 
unlike man's more generous three score years 
and ten.

Not all suffer this ennui. The silver-flashing 
minnow-sraall moley fish leap against the 
current up a 2-foot dam in a zoo creek. Half 
the length of your little finger, these plucky 
creatures lightly jump 20 times their height. 
Not one reaches the top. Just as well, for if 
one did, the current would sweep him down 
as surely as Sisyphus's rock forever hurtled 
down the mountainside in the Greek myth. 


Like the animals, the birds make no dts- 
tinctioa among their human admirers. The 
rich and the ragamuffins stretch out their 
I hands, begging the peacock to fan his feathers 
in the irridcsceni wheel of fire. But the 
peacock just stmts back and forth, hu tail 
sticking out behind him like a twig broom. 

On field trips to the zoo. Delhi schivslboys 
quickly pick up the ranking of the animal's. 
They know a tiger fa white one at least) rates 
higher than tlie HnKllum gibbon, the gibbon 


more thmi the otter and all of these more than 
the gazelles and goats, stuck in their black- 
barred boxes. 

The country and village folk, on the other 
hand, couldn't give two hoots about precise 
identification. A father pointed to an oner 
and crooned to his toddler. "Look! A kan- 
garoo!" 

' "They do not know- the difference between 
lion and tiger," said a zoo administrator 
a*bout the country folk. "They want to see all 
the animals,'' And while urban adults usuallv 


!Come to the 200 mainly for the sake of their 
children, many farmers come on their own 
when Writing the capital city*. 

The 200 forbids entry to pets. Birds Qash 
overhead, racing through the thick-leaved 
trees. They hoot as if to mock the loss of 
liberty of these animals for « bom there will 
always be a free lunch. The scaly crocodSe 
loiters on the edge^ of hh narrow lagoon, but 
the chipmunk scampers free over the 500 
acres of garden and parkland in one of the 
world's mosi beautiful zoos. 


Zoos are as old as history. The anrient 
Egyptians had them. So too did Kubla Khan 
who according to Marco Polo kept lions and 
tigers in his pleasure dome at Xanadu. Solo- 
mon had monkeys and peacocks and 
Nebuchadnezzaar kept lions. In the 8th cen- 
tury, the legendary Caliph Haroun AJ Rashid 
sent an elephant and monkeys to Char- 
lemagne much as the Chinese today proffer 
good-will pandas. No doubt about it — there 
is someth^ in man that relishes the wild 
beasts. .

LOS ANGELES, (L.AT) — The new Paul 
McCartney album Tag of War, coni,tins a 
song about John .Lennon. Titled "Here 
Today." it's a deeply pcrson.ii ballad in the 
"ycMentay" tradition. 

MeC'artncy, who w ill be 40 in June, recons- 
tructs a fjgai dKilogiu* with Lennon, tr>*ing to 
heak thmt^h the public feud of the post- 
Beaites ytdin, to A*-e.<t:ibl»h the strong emo- 
tional bonds that he fell still existed. 

During a brkt stop in Los Angeles to 
record some s*cKal tracks for the next Mkhacl 
Jackson iiRnini, Mc(''ariney spoke about the 
song; 

"One of the feelings you .ilwa>*s have w hen 
someone close u> you dies like that is that you 
wish you could have seen him the day before 
to Siiuare everything up and make sure he 
knew how muchpvou rcalh cared. 

"The M>ng is abiiut saying to John. 'Do we 
iv.*iny have to keep this sort of thing llhc 
feud) upV Hut we nevci giit around to doing 
it. 1 guess wo never felt any urgency about it. 
We were behavyig like « e were going to live 
forever, which' is what everyone thought in 
the Beatles days, right'* I nie.'ut who ever 
ithmghl we were going ur dk'.**' 

MeC'artncy was 25 in 1 Vfi7 w hen he wrote 
When I 'w 64. He was the must p«t|Mji.ir 
member oi the most bcloveil team in the his- 
tury oCpop muric — a group whose exuberant 
message was built around youth, inniKXMicc 
and optimum. 5io what could have been more 
pLiyful in tlurse ikiys than a song about 
retirement — stHncihing that seemed a 
lifetime away? 

McCartney still exhibits the charm and 
disarmingsmilc that made him such a/avorite 
in the 'oiK. Bui you could alMi sec gray in his 
hair and lines an^und iHe eyes as he sat in the 
luck yard of a friend's bou.se the other day. 

He has gone tbraugh much in recent years. 
Beshles tlw trauma of Lennim’s death, there 
w as zht* the Tokyxi drug bust (marijuana pos- 
session) in 1980 that ci>uld have resulicd in a 
kn^hy priwn sentenee. Plus; the death of 
tlvn ^TMlcy, McCartney's nixt nw'k hero. 
And: the re^mrihiltties of raising four chil- 
dren'.' 

SiWl isrtotninderlhefc halut of rt'Oeetton 
in the new Ts^t^War album, eariiy the imwt 
satisfying work from' McCartney' since his 
BaadoniheBaa, andVemisaadMars period 
in the mtd '70s. 

For ail his ciaftsnuuuhip, McCartney has 
been frequenrK* ridiculed by critics lor the 
kick of substance in hts music. But 
abounds w ith ctunineniary, thou^ much ol it 
ri packaged in such bright colors that the Ip's 
tunc tcfluuitt hopefid. T'he album, which 
Fetmt(c« McTanney with Bcalfcx producer 
George Martin, featuies such guest Muri- 
c»nv a»!

" it's not until yo^gei into your 30s that 
you start seeing ific Athcr .side of it. You see 
how your life can w affected by things that 
are imitiona] and beVond your control. You 
suddenly begin to realize how delicate cvety- 
thing W” 

McCartney responded quickly and seemed 
especially plcnsed with his new album and 
w as excited about wxirking with musician.s the 
caliber vvf Wonder and Jackson, 

QVESTIOS: Why did you decide to work 
with (Bcailo prc^uccr) George Marlin 
again? Dc» you think y*ou may have avoided 
working with him bcfoiv because of his ties to 
the Beatles dal's? 


ANSWER; "Sure. I did *UseaadLetDie ' 
with him, but never a whole album. 1 don't 
think 1 could have fora while. After the Bea- 
tles break-up. everything was so w^ird. 
Everyone w as w arrm'g and we didn't wimt to 
be around any thing or anyone who reminded 
us of the pain. In my shows. I wouldn't evmi 
do Beatles songs at 'first. They almost had to 
break my arm fogel me locvenduTerien^. 
which w U.S siliv bw'causc I loved a lot cd those 


songs. 

"^e thing is. I had to convince mysdf 
there was life for me after the Beatles, so 1 
couldn't very well go back to George (Mar- 
tin ) bec.*iusc be was pari of the Bcaito. Even- 
tually. though, you get over all that." 

Q, Did you approach The new album dif- 
ferently from the others with wings? 

A. "Yes. Normally. I just sorted run mond 
Sian the album, but this time we did a Icn of 
preparaikm ahead of time. For one thing, we 


decided not to use the other guys in Wings. I 
wanted the freedom to use anyone. If I made 
another album with Wings, I felt fd be limit- 
ing myself. If I wanted a certain guitar sound. 
I wanted to be able to get the right guitarist. 
So we ended up casting each part j ust the way 
you might in a movie " 

Q. When you wrote 64, what did you think 
you'd be doing at 40? 

A. "We us^ to laugh at the idea of stOl 
rocking at 40. 1 remember when I was a kid 
and there'd be these pop guys, like Frank 
Ifield, who seemed ancient and he was only 
25 . We were sure the whole thing would be 
over at 30. Then, you start pushing it back to 
35 and 40 and, now... 45? The truth is Pm still 
very excited about the future musically. 1 
suddenly realized Pvc got millions of musical 
ambitions. There arc so many things I still 
haven't done. It's been real literaiing w'ork- 
ing with some of these new musicians." 


World ot art loses its slitter 


Losses threaten famous auction houses 


LONDON, (R) — Sotheby's, the 
auction house Uiat has soKl everything from a 
satellite channel to African zebras, iscxpcci- 
ing to lose money thbyvar for the fint time in 
its 2b9->car history. 

Lord Westmoreland, head of SiMhuby's. 
predicted that low sales volume would mean 
a pre-tax loss for the financial year ending in 
July when he announced earlier this month 
that he was sicpfung down as part of a major 
overhaul of nuuiagemenx. 

Other major mtemation^ auction houses 
like Sotheby's crussiown rival, Christies, are 
simpK not doing enough bieiincss because 
investing in the world of art has km much of 
its allure, according to an dealers. 

The .mtiques business, from which ibe auc- 
turn houses cam their bread anvi butter, has 
fallen flat, both because of the recession ,ind 
the aliraetivcncss of high interest raics ihat 
are far less risky than fragUe porcelain vases. 
T'he dj)'s w'hcn socialities and eurioriiy- 
bcekcrs jostled fur space in the auction riKuiis 
to witness sales of the great masters ami fum- 
ishmg.s from the palws of Eurtiix* have 
bcamte few and far between. 

Christies said recently that while it 
expected to report a prutit rhts year, irv vol- 
ume of business was inadequate when mco.s- 
ured against shar|d> rising costs. Hut the 
naanciai problem is more acute .11 Sutlicby's. 
where the number of employees ius bivn'eui 
bv 21) percent and opermfoos are being

Dealers say ibev have made it clear to t)% 
auction houses i)iai they deeply resent 
doublc-chvging — pteviot^v only the seller 
paid cummisstoo — and some suegest they 
are lookinc for ways to bypass the rooms at 
Sotheby's and Chn's!:es. 

Slock market anaivsis. however, doubt 


whether the loss of business to oiher channels 
poses a real chaOenge to the major auction 
houses, which over the years have built up a 
vaM network of customers around the world. 

.Analysts say that while the auction houses 
can count on a steady trade in important 
works ofart as they are placed on the market, 
the big expansion of the art market in recent 
years has been at the lower end of the scale. 



Japanese 7 3 1st unit 
conducted experiments 


on prisoners of war

TOKYO ( AP) — The best-selling book in 
Japan since early this year has been a 
documentary of Japanese Imperial Army 
atrocities against prisoners during World 
War II, a tale of horror which testifies that the 
war still gnaws at the national consdence and 
profits its storyteDeis. 

"Akuma No Hoshoku” (The DeviTs Glut- 
tony) describes the Kwantung army's top- 
secret 731st uniL It is believed to have kiU^ 
as may as 3,000 Chinese, Soviet and Korean 
prisoners during the war in carry ing out a 
gruesome array of bacteriological and other 
experiments. 

The story told by author Seiichi Morimura 
— normally a popular writer of best-seDing 
mysteries — is not entirely new, but since its 
release in December the book has sold 
700,000 copies, the hottest item among sev- 
eral World War 11-related books and movies 
that cuirentiy are educating, enlightening 
and sometimes shocking the Japanese. 

By contrast whh most material, in which 
Japan rarely is depicted as a transgressor, 
Morim lira's book tells in horrifying detail 
bow the germ warfare unit in Manchuria 
injected ' victims with typhus, cholera and 
plague germs, did live dissections, froze pris- 
oners to death in cold-endurance tests, 
blasted prisoners apart in grenade tests, and, 
when Soviet troops arrived at waf s end, gas- 
sed the last POWs to death. 

(An article in the U.S. publication, the bul- 
letin of the atomic scientists, last year claimed 
that some American prisoners were involved 
in the tests. It said this was confirmed in a 
1956 FBI memo, and also said U.S. 
authorities knew it when they chose not to try 
the Japanese responsible as war criminals — 
supposedly in exchange for data obtained in 
the experiments. 

Another example of the popularity of wiar 
themes was Japan’s most popular 1981 
movie, Brengo Kantai (The Grand Fleet), a 
saga of Japan's navy from Pearl Harbor to ^ 
sinking of the super battleship Yamato in 
1945. The film's makers, Toho, plan three 
more World War II films this year. 

The rival Toei Company will soon release a 
movie in which the hero is Japan's wartime 
prime minister, Gen. Hideki Tojo, who was 
executed as a war crimina]. The film repor- 
tedly treats him with relative sympathy. 

One major publisher has begun selling a 
20-volume, detailed history of the Pacific air 
war, while another ofiers a 1 7-voliune series 
of personal war experiences heavfly laced 
with suffering and relf-justifications. 

Japan's vocal anti-war groups are con- 
cerned about the"war boom" and the impre- 
ssions-'it- m^-have Japanese youth, who 
are taught little about th^ nation's marebto 
military self-destruction. 

"Young people go to war movies today the 
way we went to American Westerns ol 
S amurai films w'heh we were Idds," said 
Ryozo Watanabe, sociology of law professor 
at Tokyo University. "It’s all ancient histoiy 


to them, with no meaning to their lives.** 

By contrast with the dry, rather objective 
tone of such films is the West German picture 
Das Boot, a World War 11 U-boat epic no« 
playing to large audiences in Tokyo, Japan 
esc war movies are "emotional, tra^ anc 
tearfiil,*' said the major doily AsohiSh&^aa, 

Typical is Toho's soon-to-be-releasec 
Himeyuri-No-V to 59 (Himeyuri Tower), it 
which several young female pop stars hav< 
leading roles in telling the well-known storj 
of a group of schoolgirls kflled in the U.S 
invasion of Okinawa in 1945. 

Despite interest in war themes, the Japan> 
ese — more than half of whom were bon 
since the 1 945 surrender — show little inter- 
est in Japan’s imperial past, Watanabe said.

Fbi 
almost a tlurd of those in tliis a$/e group, the 
name "Pearl harbor^' first conjures upimagei 
of honeymoons and travel, the poll showed. 

A battle for the hearts and minds of hidif- 
ferent youth is being fought over school text- 
books, with the pro-defense conservative 
government trying to tone down criticaJ 
accounts of Japan’s involvement, while othei 
groups urge more graphic treatment of wai*i 
inhumanness. 

Japan's large and active anti-war factions, 
including novelists and moviemakers, gener- 
ally condemn war only from the standpoint ol 
Japan's own suffering — three million casual- 
ties, fire bombings of its cities and atomic 
attacks on Hiroshima and Nagasaki The 
Imperial Army’s brutal subjugation of mucl 
of Asia is not mentioned. 

“ Unlike Germany, which purged its Nazis 
there is little consciousness here of having 
fought an aggressive war. Japanese tend tc 
forget bad things quickly," Watanabe said 
Thus, be said, young Japahese have only 
vague knowledge of the army's massacre ol 
civilians at Nanting, or the cruelty of colonial 
rule in Korea and Taiwan. 

He said that although the germ unifi 
activities were touched on at war tribunals ic 
Khabarovsk, Siberia, after the war and ia 
various historical accounts, few Japanese 
knew of its existence. 

One reason, he said, was that unit mem- 
bers, sworn to secrecy when the war ended 
have only now begun to "unload their bur- 
den," but it is also a story, he said, that Japan- 
ese have not been eager to hear. 

Morimura said he received 1,000 letters 
and telephone calls, some branding him a 
"Communist* or a "traitoT,” but most fr'oii] 
young people expressing surprise and shock 
that their own. nation was [capable of . suck

protects Amazon tribe

BRASILIA. Brazil (AP) — The Yano- 
mani Indians, one of the last and largest 
primitive tribes in South America, have 
scored at least a temporary victory over the 
advance of white civilization in the Amazon 
jungle. 

Interior Minister Mario Andreazza 
recently signed a bill creating a huge reserva- 
tion for tte Yanomanis in northern BrazQ, 
along the border with Venezuela in an area' 
about the size of Belgium and Switzerland 
combined. 

The bill means, at least in theory, that the 
Yanomanis can continue their tromadic lifes- 
tyle, free from incursions by poachers and 
fortune seekers looking for the uranium, 
gold, diamonds and tin believed to exist in the 
re^on. 

The Yanomanis themselves probably 
never beard of the bill or Andreazza or ei*en 
Brazil. They are perhaps the most primitiie 
of the primitive South American crit^. Ih'ing 
the way their ancestors did 2.000 or even 
3,000 years ago. 

"They are unique." says Paulo Moreira 
Leal, president of BraziF s government Indian 
Bureau known as Funai." Although they live 
on the banks of rivers, many have never seen 
canoes or paddles. Others stiQ use stone a- 
xes.” 

"Our job is to win their confidence and 
give them support," he said. 

Leal said that Funai planned to create 10 
control posts in strategic areas in the new 
reservation 10 look after the 3.400 
Yanomanis believed 10 live in the region. 

About the same number are thought to live 
in Venezuela, according to the Venezuelan 
Embas^ here. But they apparently are less 
threatened by "civilization" than their 
Brazilian counterparts because the area is 
still far from being settled. 

The Yanomanis — also known as the 
Yanomamis. Yanomamas or Yaznoamas — 
historically had little contact with outsiders. 
The high mountains and fast-flowing rivers of 
their region made access to their lands too 
difficult. 

But white civilization drew closer with the 
partial comruction of a highway through the 
Amazon jungle. And h dosed in even more 
when highway workers discovered radioac- 
tive minerals in the Surucucu Mountains, 
near Yanomani land. 

The discovery attracted waves of prospec- 
tors. And with them they brought germs and 
dbeases th*at often pro>*ed deadly to t'ne 
Yanomanis. 

International organizations supportive of 
primitive peupies began to express concern 
for the future of the tribe. 

"A common cold frequently was fata! to 


the Indians because they had no defense 
mechanisms against the germs," said a Funai 
spokesman who asked not to be identified. 
“Many, perhaps dozens, died." 

The highway was abandoned, however, in 
the late 1970s when the Br azni an govern- 
ment no longer considered it a priority 
development project. Hie Indians have beer 
more or less left alone since. 

A former governor of the Brazilian federal 
territory of Roraima, which contains most ol 
the Yanomani lands on this side of the bor- 
der, once was reported as saying, “an area 
like this cannot afford the luxury of preserv- 
ing half a dozen Indian tribes for the sake o] 
progress." 

But the current governor, as well as othei 
local officials, say they will protect the 
Yanomanis, a^ they point to the new reser- 
vation as proof. 

Indian experts have praised the creation ol 
the Yanomani reservation. At the same time 
however, they admit that sooner or later the 
tribe will be absorbed Ify the white civiliza- 
tion that surrounds them. ; 11 1 . 

“There are no niches or glass houses thi 
Yanomanis can hide in to avoid contact," saic 
anthropologist and Indian expert Sonia di 
Almeida D^marquet. 

"^Tiat we have to do is control that contac 
so the Indians conserve and respect their val' 
ues, even when they become part of tin 
modem world," site said. 

Meanwhile, anthropologists are studyinj 
the Yanomanis. 

They have found, for example, that thi 
Yanomanis live in large communal huts cal 
led "Malocas" that hold up to 200 people 
Although the Indians are nomadic, they ma; 
cultivate a piece of land for two or threi 
years, growing com and manioc, a tapioca 
like root that serv’es as their “bread." Whei 
they move on. they almost never return. 

"The Yanomanis are excellent preserver 
of the eco^'stem," says Miss Demarquet 
“They know, intuitively, that they must pre 
sene nature for their own sake." 

Researchers found that when the trib 
reaches a certain size, it simply splits up inn 
various groups. Miss Demarquet calls it 
way to balance the economic structure of th 
vilfage and relieve the pressure caused by to 
many people. They prefer to split up befor 
they create tensions." 

Anthropologists now are lobbying for th 
creation of a Yanomani National Park, whici 
they say will give the -Indians more lega 
safeguards against unwanted intruders. 

"The Yanomanis need two things," say 
Indian expert Memelia Moreira. "Space, l 
keep the freedom to roam they have alway 
enjoyed, and time, to assimilate a culture tha 
little by little should become less strange ti 
them."

Most distant observable objects 

Quasars appear as pinpoints of intense light; 
astronomers take a closer look at their center

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — A team of 
California Institute of Tecbnolog}' astronom- 
ers has found the first substanm'e evidence 
that quasars ~ those extremely bright, mys* 
terious objects scattered throu^oui the 
heavens— are actually located at the centers 
of Star-Sled galaxies. 

Astronomers have long believed quasars to 
be the active nuclei of ^axies, but have so 
far been unable to see a galaxy sunounding a 
quasar deariy. This is because quasars are so 
distant that they app^ on telescopes as little 
more than pinpoints of intense l^ht. 
Moreover, their brightness swamps the li^t 
of anything else in their immediate vicinity, 
although some astronomers have detected lit- 
tle patches of faint, ‘"fuzzy” light around 
some. 

Now, using sensitive electronic detectors 
attached to the 200-inch Paiomar Mountain 
telescope near San Diego, Prof. J. Beverley 
Oke and research fellow, Todd A. Boroson 
have peered very closely at the “fus** sur- 
rounding the quasar 3C 48 (hs catalogue 
designation) and fisund the telltale radiation 
of not one, but millions upon mQHons of stars 
— a galaxy.

Oke and Boroson were aided considerably 
by a computer that subtracted the light of 
both the quasar itself and the luminosity of 
the night sky from the image recorded by the 
Paiomar telescope, leaaving only the faint 
light of the quasar's surrounding *‘fus.** 

When the two Caltech astronomers then 
did a spectographic analysis of that fuz^ 
light, they found that certain wavelengths 
were missing. These missing wavelei^ths, 
caUed “absoiption lines,'* were those of hyd- 
rc^n, calcium and magnesium — all ele- 
ments found in stars. 

What these lines mean,*’ Oke said in an 
interview from Paiomar where he is making a 
new series of observations, “is that there's a 
lot of surrounding (the quasar 3C 48) and 

something has caused timt gas to condense 
into stars.** 

Although they cannot make out the exact 
shape of the galaxy that envelops the quasar, 
which is S billion light-years away (a light- 
year is approximately 6 trillion miles), the 
pattern of the starlight is very similar to that 
which astronomers have seen in pinwheel- 
like spiral galaxies. 

This came as somethii^ of a surprise, Oke 
said, because most astronomers have been 


inclined to think that quasars would be 
associated wth dgar-shapiol ellxptica! plax 
ies. 


Our imjudice for ellipticaDs ” Oke said, 
is based on the fact that the radio noise from 


quasars is similar to that which we have seen 
coming from elliptical galaxies. ^ we have 
tended to think that wbm we could make out 
the underlying galaxy (of a quasar), it would 
be an elliptical.** 

Oke and Boroson were also sinprised by 
the additional suggestion that the stars in the 
galaxy surrounding quasar 3C 48 are of the 
hot. young variety, and not of the hypothes 
ized cool, older starsl 
If this fmding is corroborated, Oke said, it 
implies that shock waves eoming from the 
quasar are still triggering bursts of star forma- 
tion today. 

This Ending of an underlyit^ galaxy for 3C 
48 does not ansA'er the question of exacify 
what a quasar is. The modd most widely 
accepted by astronomers is tint a quasar is a 
massive black hole lying at the center of a 
galaxy, one that is inexorable sucking in a 
scream of gas and dust. *

Whether or not you will eventually require surgery, as your doctor 
suggests, will depend upon just how much bloclmge there is in your 
leg arteries. But don’t depend on your diet. 

Some recent studies in Canada indicate that a restricted high fiber, 
low fat diet may lead to deficient calcium and iron ; and many 
produce reduced resistance to infection and impair wound healing. 
Better confess your dietaiy' experiment to your doctor, Mr. F.

SAN DIEGO, (LAT) — A genetic defect 
that triggers Lesdi-Nyhan Syndrome, a 
severe type of mental retardation, mav be 
better understood Univeisity of California 
at San Di^o reseairiiets. 

Three Uiuvershy of C^Hibrnta researches 
inocdlrimration wito two Stanford UniversiQr 
scientists, have ^)ent 2 Vi yean working on 
this defea. Sfnee the lare 1970s, scientists 
around the worid have cracked the genetic 
codes of only a handful of the thousands of 
human genes that tell cells how to manofac- 
tuie iMo^nucais and proteins like Insulin, 
interferon, human growth hormone and 
somatostatin. Those codes are then used to 
mass-produce copies of the genes to exfdore 
their ftinctions and, in some cases, their 
potential use as therapies. 

Piojea leader Dr. Thetxlore Friedmann 
oonfinned the discovery of the human gene, 
that, when damaged, leads to Lesdi-Nyhan 
Syndrome. The syndrome strikes about one 
in i 00.000 births. Its victims become men- 
tally retarded and pbv'sicaDy frail and often 
mntDate themselves. 

Friedmann's assodates at the University of 
California campus here inciaded Dr. Douglas 
Jcrfly and a tectmidan. Abby Esty. Assistance 
was provided by two Stanfoi^sdentists, 1 9^ 
Nobel laureate (in chemistry) Dr. Paul Beig 
and Dr. Hiroto Okayama. 

The achievement is “a wonderful thing,'* 
according to Dr. William Nyhan, a Unhrersi^ 
of California at &in Diegp pediatrician who 
oo-discovered the disease in the early 1 960s 
but was not part of the project. 

“rve known about TetTs (Friedmann’s) 
work from the beginnmg. and I think he 
should be very proud and satisfied in this 
success in research,” Nyhan said. “All of us 
take considerable pride in the faa it was done 
here.”

Since the mid-1 970s, there have been press 
reports abont Soviet microwave interception 
of U.S. telephone conversations and other 
communications by use of advanced elec- 
tronic equipment at the Soviet Embassy in 
Washin^on and the Soviet consulate in San 
Francisco. 

Similar electronic intercept operations, the 
television documentary • reports, are also 
being conducted at Soviet diplomatic support ' 
facilities including a New . York city apart- 
ment building and the Sowet-owned estate hi 
Glen Cove, New York. 

Xn an interview on the program, Arkady 


Shevchenko who was the highesi-nnkiog 
Soviet official at the U.N. when defected to 
the United States in April 1978, vividly 
•descrfoed the Glen Cove site. 

“AH the top floors of the buildn^ are foil of 
sophisticated equipraent...to mtercept all 
conversations, telephcme oinvcxsatioDS on 
anything which is going on... At least 1 5 or 1 7 
tedinieians were worfcij^..to doall this job.” 
Richa rd Kinsey, former deputy cbief on 
the JBTa Soviet couaterintell^enee divison, 
said in another interview that targets of 
Glen Cove eavesdropping operation appar- 
ently fneluded a Grumman Aera^wce Corp.

the men by a 4-1 margin favored continuing 
the policy. 

In a brief debate before the vote, a young 
roan in the assembly said that the right to 
vote was not necessary for Appenzell 
women since they fully misted men to take 
care of their interests. 

The rejection came 18 months after a 
narrowly passed amendment to the federal 
constitution specified that both men and 
women are strictly equal before the law. 

The predominantly Roman Catholic can- 
ton, which has a population of about 
1 3,000, thus remained the last male bastion 
' in the Swiss confederation to deny its 
women the vote in cantonal and communal 
ballots. 


WINDHOEK, April 36 (AP) — Defense 
forces tracked and killed four black national- 
ists in weekend attacks inside a white fanning 
area in Namibia (Southwest Africa), officials 
said Monday.

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West imposing curbs 
draws Polish fire 


WARSAW, April 26 (AP) - Poland's 
Communist ruier .Ccn. Wojciech Jaruzelski 
has warned the West against erecting an 
economic ‘'iron curtain" around Poland in 
the wake of last December's start of martial 
law. 

Jaru7ciski, in a speech to the party's 
policy-forming central committee released 
here Sunday said ‘'an iron curtain — but not 
one of our making -- is being built up again" 
in an apparent reference to U.S. economic 
aid sanctions. 

*' If the capitalist countries and their finan- 
cial and economic /actors want us to pay back 
OUT debts, to fulfill our commitments, they 
should not — in their own interest — block 
our import possibilities for much longer 
because the result could be limiting our 
growth of production and export." Jaruzelski 
said in the speech jdelivered Friday. 

The speech capped a series of comment by 
Polish officials who have sought to remind 
the West that boycotting Poland's economy 
could be to their own disadvantage. 

Although Poland has stressed repeatedly 
its reliance on the Soviet bloc's common 
nnarket, Comecon. Polish officials apparently 
are still interested in maintaining economic 
contacts with their Western partners. 

Some officials have said that the only way 
to repay Poland's estimated S26 billion delK 
to Western creditors is to borrow more 
money for the time being to provide badly 
needed raw materials and components to 
keep Polish factories operative. 

Jaruzelski spoke at the conclusion- of last 
week's two-day central committee meeting, 
the second ance, he declared martial law last 
Dec. 13.

[Crisis-hit Angola throws ideology overboan 


LUANDA April 26 (R) — Angola is 
pitting ecoQomk survival ahead of ideolo^ 
as it struggles to overcome a drop in earn- 
ings from oil, its main exporL 

Hardships caused by a slump in revenue 
last year are so great that the government is 
adopting a new approach to development 
with decisions that would not have been 
politcally acceptable in the past. 

Immediately afrer its independence from 
Portugal in 1 975, Angola aligned Itself with 
the Soviet bloc and shunned credit, believ- 
ing debt would inevitably bring political 
dependence. 

Once determined to pay cash against 
delivery, the south-n'cst Affican nation is 
now seeking long-term credits. 

Lower oil prices sparked the change in 
attitude in Angola where all economic pro- 
jections were based on higher returns, with 
prices as high as S36 a barrel in 1 980. With 
the world price for crude now as low as S27 
a barrel, the country faces a substantial 
budget deficit and a foreign exchange crisis. 

The financial committee of the Angolan 
People's Assembly (parliament) has been 
summoned- to seek ways of reducing the 
budget deficit and Finance Minister Ismael 
Martins, asked by Reuters whether Luanda 
might try to raise a foreign loan, said: "this 
.cannot be excluded.*' 


The exact size of the deficit has not been 
disclosed, but Western bankeis drew atten- 
tion to the foreign exchange crias when 
they reported last year thu Angola was 
starting to fall behind on foreign foments 
for the first time since independence. 

Mahins said that the government had 
received numerous offers of credit from 
U.S. and European banks in recent months 
and Western bankers said the largest bad 
come from Chase Manhattan, whose 
former chairman, David Rockefeller, vis- 
ited Angola in February.

They now lie rusting io the open 
because they broke down under rough 
handling and there is no-one to repair them 
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and no money to buy spares," one 
bnsiiiessraaR said.

Bonn oil imports 

drop by 16.6% 

FRANKMIRT. April 26 (R) — Wcst Ger- 
man impitriK of crude oil I'eli by l6.6 percent 
to 1 7.4 million tons in first quarter 1 982 from 
20.9 million in the same 1981 period, the 
Federal Office for Trade and Industry, 
CBAW. said. 

Crude oil impi>rt& in March, at 5.4 million 
tiins,were at their lowest monthly level since 
1967 and compare to 6.8 million in March 
last year. 

The first quarter oil bill totaled 1 0.8 billion 
marks at an average price of 617.40 marks 
per ton. compared with 12.5 billion in the 
first quarter last year at an average 596.06 
marks per ton. 

Saudi .Arabia maintained its position as 
largest supplier of crude oil to West Ger- 
many. with 5.1 million tons in the first three 
months this year, unchanged from the cor- 
responding 1981 quarter, and the UJC. 
remained number two with 3.9 million tons 
(3.S million) GBAW said. The third largest 
supplier was Nigeria, with 1.8 million tons 
(2.1 million). 


But the paper said the Tunisian and 
Kuwaiti governments were studying plans for 
enlisting French expertise in setting up an 
Arab nuclear research center in Tunisia, 
which will be dedicated to furthering the use 
*6f nuclear energy for peaceful purposes. 

An Arab energy conference, held in the 
Gulf state of Qatar two months ago, urged 
the Arab states to develop their own sources 
of nuclear fuel as a means of ensuring future 
needs of nuclear power. 

The Arabs have expressed determination 
to pursue a peaceful nuclear program despite 
IsraePs bombing of Iraq's French-built nuc- 


lear reactor last June. 

The mostly-arid Gulf Arab states say they 
need nuclear power for desalinatioa pur- 
poses, and the United Arab Emirates Oil 
Minister Mana Saeed Oteiba estimates the 
cost would be three times as high if conven- 
tional power was used. 

The UAE has said it was discussing poss- 
ible purchase of nuclear reactors from 
France. Kuwait expre^d interest in buying 
four Canadian reactors, during a vi»t to the 
Gulf area earlier this year by Canadian Minis- 
ter of Energy Marc Lalonde.

US. prime rate fall predicted 


HONC KONG. April 26 (R) — The high 
U.S. interest rates are unsustainaUe and 
unacceptable. Deputy Secretary of the U.S. 
Treasury R. llmothy McNamar said. 

Speaking to an American chamber of 
commerce lunch here, he said the main fac- 
tors supi^rting. rates now are the impasse 
over the U.S. budget between President 
Reagan and Congress and recent erratic U.S. 
money supply figures. But in the near term 
(60 to 90 days) prime should drop several 
points, he said. 

McNamar said his rej^ns for predicting a 


fall in rates are based on a perceived 
improved monetary' policy from the Federal 
Reserve and the fact progre^ is now being 
made toward a budget compromise which 
could lead to “a historic sbifr In the 
economic history of the U.S.** 

He said given this, the U.S. rauld eventu- 
ally begin to see a restoration of the kind of 
annual growth seen inihe 1950s and 60s. He 
said the economy has struck the bottom of the 
recession curve and is now waiting for the 
expected interea rate fall and tax cuts 
scheduled for July 1 to start the upw'ard path.. 


Ivory Coast’s farm outlook bright 


ABIDJAN. April 26 (AFP) — Agricul- 
tural production in Ivory Coast shnnM i«adi 
a statisfoctory level in 1982 in spite of dif- 
ficult conditions in mtemational markets, tbe 
National Chamber of Commerce predict^ in 
its monthly bulletin published here. 

Agriculture remains “the strongest pillai*’ 
of the country's development, the bulletin 
said. First estimates say the cocoa crop will 
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Alireza & Co.,Ltd., 
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rise from 405,000 metric tons laA year to 

420.000 this year, but oofree will fall from 

365.000 tons in the previous season to 

300.000. Both harvests are expected to be 
later than usual. 

The chamber of commerce said the fall in 
coffee output would have little'effect, as there 
were ample stocks in reserve from the last 
harvest. 

Production of cotton will reach 132,OUU 
tens, compared whh the origrcal target of 

136.000. But exports of tropical woo^ ^ 
eicpected to be bo^ed by the rise in the valuo 
of the dollar, which penalims some of Jvoiy 
Coasf s competitors, notably the Philippines. 

Tbe banana and pineapple crop is expected 
to remain steady. Exports of bananas last 
season showed an 11.6 percent ^11 to 
105,487 tons, while pineapple shipments 
were simibr to the previous season at 88.064 
tons. 

Tinned pineapple production is now recov- 
ering from the slump in the international 
market which has lasted since 1978. Results 
in 1981 are expected to be more encoura^ng. 

Palm oil production, at around 164.0{ra 
tons, is expected to be far better than last 
yeai's 133,144 tons, as a result of more 
favorable rainfall. 


ANKARA, April 26(R)r~ Ji^'s only work- 
ing oil pipeline to the ^^diteI]^anean was 
reopen^ Monday after being dosed Sunday 
because of a leak, the Turkish eneigy minis- 
try said. 

The pipeline runs from Kirkuk in Iraq car- 
rying around 27,000 tons of crude per year 
(540,000 barrels per day). Ibe ministiy said 
it did not know what had caused tbe leak. Iraq 
has relied on the link through Turkey to the 
Mediterranean since Syria recently dosed the 
pipeline from Iraq to the ports of Baniyas and 
Tripoli in Lebanon. 

■ In another development, Iraqi Oil Minister 
Tayeh Abdul Karim has accised Syria of 
fying when it asserted Iraq was paying only 
$20 million a year in pipeline fea to have its 
oil pumped through Syria. 

In an Iraqi news agency dispatch moni- 
tored here, Karim said the pipeline agree- 
ment caDed for a minimum annual payment 
of $37 million even if pumping stopped. 
Pumping fees for Syria amounted to $130 
mOJion, he said, even though Syria onfy 
' allowed Iraq to export an amount of crude oil 
equal to70percentofthepipelme*scapacity. * 

Syria recently shut down the pipeline, 
which carries Iraqi oil across Syria to the 
Ports of Baniyas, Syria, and Tripoli, Leba- 
non. Karim said the shutoff amounted to 
“effective Syrian participation in tbe war of 
aggression against Iraq launched by Imperial- - 
ism, Monism and the Iranians.''

' — An engineer ut .'Xerox Corpomtion says 
be has come up with a way to string over- 
sized tennis rackets so players get more 
power and control .inJ possibly avoid tennis 
elbow. 

T.C.. Sovtng. who holds a doctoral degree 
in acnmauticul and astronauiical sciences, 
•utd the secret is to stretch (he vertical 
strings to 90 pounds (4 1 kgs) of tension and 
pull them almost to the handle of the racket. 
Horizontal strings would be pulled^as usual 
within racket head at about 50 pounds (23 
kgs) of tension. Lengthening ^ vertical 
string enlarges the “sweet spot” and 
reduces vibrations, Soong said. Stretching 


them tighter adds power, he. added 

The concept only works on metal rackets, 
he said. Tests at the University of Rochester 
indicated diat vibration is reduced up to 25 
percent hi racket sming this way. Soong said. 
In conventional stringing, the vertical and 
horizontal strings are strctdied to SO to 60 
pounds (23 to 27 kgs) of tension within the 
racket tead. But the Iiigher tension has 
been one of the biggest problems.

triple crown 

BUDAPEST, April 26 (AFP) - Bettine 
Vriesekoop of the Netherlands won the 
women'ssingles event at the European Table 
Tennis Championships here when she beat 
England’s Jin Hammersley 21-16, 8-21, 
21-18,21-23, 21-16. 

The 21 year-old Vriesekoop had previ- 
ously won the European junior title twice and 
was bronze medalist at the 1 98Q Champion- 
ships in Bern. On Saturday with Andrzej 
Grubba of Poland, she won the mixed dou- 
bles title. 

Vriesekoop, who has been favorite, 
snatched only a narrow victory in the first set 
against 31 year-old Hammersley. The Engl- 
ish player respionded by taking the second set 
by the clear cut margin of 21-8. 

The Dutchwoman recovered her poise in 
the third, then succumbed narrowly in the 
fourth after, point-for-point battle. In the 
vital fifth set both players sensed victory and 
Vriesekoop had to stru^le to down Ham- 
mersley 21-16. 

Jumping for joy after winning the match, 
Vriesekoop fell and injured an ankle and 
withdrew ^from the women's double thereby 
losing the chance of earning a triple crown. 

Vriesekoop was to partner Sandra de 
Kniiff against Soviet pair of Flura Bulatova 
and Inna Kovalenko, who wiD collect the gold 
medal for a walkover victory. The Dutch pair 
will receive the silver. 

Dragutin Surbek and Zoran Kalinic of 
Yugoslavia won the men's doubles title beat- 
ing Hungarian pair Istvan Jonyer and Gabor 
Gergely 21-15, 21-17, 21-15. 

Meanwhile, it was announced io Jakarta 
that a Chinese sports team is to play in 
Indonesia for the first time in 1 9 years at the 
Asian Table Tennis Championships from 
May 24 to June 3. 

Chairman of the Indonesian Table Tennis 
Association, Justice Minister Ali said, the 
Indonesian Government had approved 
China's participation in the tournament 
along with 35 other foreigof countries. 

Indonesia has yet to resume diplomatic 
relations with China, broken off in 1966over 
China's suspected involvement in a 1965 
coup attempt. He said approval had been 
given on condition that the Chinese players’ 
visit should not be misued for politick or 
semi-political purposes. 

China, holder of all seven World Table 
Tennis title has announced it will send IS 
players and nine officials. China last sent ath- 
letes here in 1963 to take part in the games of 
the new emerging forces (Ganefo), 
pioneered by the late President Sukarno, but 
not repeated since.

Glemp meets JaruzekJd 

Poland to restore 
self-rule in factories 


WARSAW, April 26 (Agencies) — The 
Polish regime has announced h will gradually 
put into effect self-management of factories 
by tbeir employees, a reform suspended 
when martial law was proclaimed l^t Dec. 
13. This was decided by the plenary sesrion of 
the Commutiist Party cent^ committee that 
met Thursday and Friday. 

A resolution made public Saturday night 
said the goal of economic reform is to boost 
efficiency and eliminate the old ^^em of 
bureaucratic management and planning 
completely. 

But the central committee insisted that the 
Communist Party should have a right to 
oversee enterprises when they manage them- 
selves. The reactivization of the self- 
management reform is to take place “gradu- 
ally as propitious political, economic and 
organization conditions arise in enter- 
prises.'* 

The central committee recommended that 
Co mm unist Party members work with man- 
agement to nominate candidates for the 
self-management bodies ^‘chosen among the 
best worters, the most competent and the 
most responsible." This indicated that the 
membership of self-management committees 
already set up by the now suspended inde- 
pendent labor federation “solidarity**‘w*iIl be 
modified. 

The central committee also said it is 
“indispensable” to intensify efforts to intro- 
duce self-financing of state enterprises. To 
enable them to pay for themselves, enter- 
prises must educate workers in economics so 
they wQl boost their productivity and jobs will 
answer "production needs", the resolution 
specified. 

This indicated that excess work forces in 
factories wrill be reduced. ("The party's duty 
is to see that the process of moving manpower 
takes place in conformity with principles of 
social justice," the resoludon stated.) The 
ceptr^ committee (the party’s parliament) 
alro approved the principle of competitive 
examinations for the positions of enterprise 
directors and heads of "industrial trust". 

Hie principle of self-management was first 
approved last July, but the question of how 
much self-management to allow was the sub- 
ject of sharp controversy between Solidarity 
and the regime. The resolution * admitted 
there are obstacles to reforming the 
economy: shortages of supplies, and a feeling 
of "powerlessoess that has not yet been 
mounted everywhere. Minds must adapt to 

America to lift 
Guatemala ban 

NEW YORK. April 26 (AFP) — The 
United States has ended its arms embargo on 
Guatemala, clamped down four years ago by 
President Jimmy Carter because of the Cen- . 
tral American country's breach of human 
rights. The New Fork Times reported. 

The newspaper, quoting official sources, 
said that the U.S. administration decided to 
end the arms freeze as a gesture to the 
month-old regime of Gen. Efrain Rois Montt 
which is respecting human rights. 

The United States is expected to approve 
the sale of S4 million in spare parts for U.S. — 
made helicopters being used by the 
Guatemala Army against leftist rebels. It 
could also restore a $50,000 militazy training 
fond, and was hoping " to resume support for 
loans to Guatemala in the Inter-American 
Development Bank and other financial ins- 
titutions, The New York Times said. 

A State Department spokesman said on 
Friday that the U.S. adounistration was 
happy at “positive measured* taken by the 
New Guatemala regime in tbe fiel^ of 
human rights and in the struggle against "vio- 
lence and corruption". The spokesman, 
asked about ending the arms embai^, rep- 
lied: "We are carefully studying this ques- 
tion."

In another development, Poland’s martial 
law ruler Gen. Wojciech JaruKiski met Sun- 
day widi Roman Catholic primate Jozef 
Glemp before Glemp left for the Vatican, the 
Polish news agency PAP reported. 

PAP gave no details of the unexpected 
meeting, whidi was held at a government 
housing complex in central Warsaw. Most 
observers speculated the two leaders met to 
discuss solutions to the political stalemate 
that has developed since the start of martial 
law. The meeting is only the second official 
session to be reported here since Jaruzelski 
declared martial law. The meeting took place 
in tbe same house where Glemp and 
Jaruzelski met mth interned Solidarity union 
chief Lech Walesa last Nov. 4. 

Glemp. who left Monday morning for the 
Vatican is expected to inform the Polish-born 
Pope John Paul 11 of the political situation 
here and discuss church strategy for dealing 
with the current crisis. 


Britain s foray into South Georgia 



LONDON. April 26 (R) - Britain has 
taken a gamble in Falkland crisis by using 
force to regain the desolate island of South 
Georgia after 22 days of Argentine occuf»- 
tion. Government officials said they were 
confident Sunday's swift military foray in 
the South Atlantic would add muscle to Bri- 
tain's bargaining position in negotiating a 
settlement. 

Prime .Minister Maigaret Thatcher called 
on Britons to “lejoiee” that their flag was 
flying again in South Georpa. While the 
official mood was bouyant. diplomats con- 
ceded there may now be no other way to 
dislodge Argentina from the main Falk- 
lands islands except for a costly mUitaty 
showdown. 

Britain's gamble is that the commando 
raid on South Georgia will yield milHary. 
political and diplomatic advantages thiu 
were lacking in two weeks of U.S.- 
sponsored negotiations. But political anal- 
ysts believe there is a risk Britain's first use 
of armed power overseas for 25 years could 
backfire. 

'They say it could make A^entina's rulii^ 
milhary junta more intransigent, help ralh' 
su{^rt for Buenos Aires from beshant 
Latin American neighbors, and conMivably 
wreck the already faltering U.S. mediation 


efibrt. Briiain ip^iently decided to use 
force after oonduding it would be imposs- 
ible to seenre .Argentine political conces- 
sions withooi a show of strength, the anal- 
ysts said. 

The government has said since the crisis 
staned that a formidable British naval 
force, dispatebed immediately after Argen- 
tine troops seiad the Falkiands on April 2. 
would be ready to take action if diplomacy 
failed. Officials insisted the threat would 
have lacked credibility if Britain had failed 
to land commandos in South Georgia, and 
that Britain was still determined to negoti- 
ate. 

In dectdsng to take the island. Britain 
reckoned there would be mmitnal casualties 
and that South Georgia could be isolated 
poliiicafly from the emotion-laden Falk- 
lands issue as a whole. .Althoi^h Argentina, 
basing itself on former Spanish ownership 
which it sax's it inherited, has laid claim to 
tbe Falkiands for 150 years, it has no his- 
toric links with South Geor^ a Falkiands 
dependency it claimed only in 1427. 

.VtilEiarily. the capture of South Georgia 
provides a ^cp water anchorage, a helicop- 
ter tanneh-pad and a landing site for 
carrier-borne vertical take-off Harrier jets 
in an area where Britain has few logistical 


advantages. 

Britain now has to decide whether to <fo 
battle with an csriiwe Bd IQ.000 Argentine 
troops, backed up by elr and sea power, for 
the main Falkiands or to wait for a second 
phase in the negotiadn^effort. A key fhetwr 
is that winter isctocing wand that already 
military operetioBS-ere hampered by ky 
winds and raging seas. 

Further delay could force Britain to keep 
its fleet locked into e long blockade 8»000 
miles from home, with eridi that tine mi^ 
work diplomaticaSy in Argentina's 'favor. 
U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Hei^a 
mediation almost crumbled at the weekend 
when Britain reacted odtfiy to a new set of 
American propoaals, i^ud^ ideas IhUig 
felt be conld sell to Aigentina. 

The United States hoped to trade an 
Argentine withdrawal for the halting or 
recall of the British fleet, while an iAterim 
administration took over a the FaDtlaodA 
leaving the crucial osue sovereignty to be 
decided later. 

While Britain has indicated readmes to 
accept some form of joint administration 
and even to yield sovereignty if tbe 1.800 
islanders agree, its first demand is that 
Argentine troops must puH out initially, 
Argentine Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa

Red China counting heads 


PEKING, April 26 (AP) — China, the 
world's most populous nation, is using 360 
minion yuan ($200 million) and 5.1 million 
workers to count exactly how many people ft 
has as of midnight June 30, its chief census 
taker said Mondr^. 

For its first census in 18 years, China has 
SI 5.6 million in aid from the United Nations, 
mcMtiy for 2 1 of the 29 computers to be used 
to tabulate the results, U Cheogrui, director 
of the census'office, told a news conference. 

Li declined to guess how close tbe number 
would be to tbe one bflUon usually given as 
China’s populatioxi. but he said a pilot census 
among the 946,000 persons of tbe southeast 

Beirut police unit 
to protect envoys 

BEIRUT, April 26 (R) — A 420-strong 
diplomatic security unit drawn from Leba- 
jion's police force went on duty Monday to 
protect diplomats, embassies and other fore- 
ign institutions. The unit, whose strength will 
rise gradually to 800 men, was set up in 
response to a series of attacks on embassies 
and diplomats in this violence-ridden coun- 
try. 

In a ceremony launching the unit, Beirut 
police chief Sami Al-Tabara told his men 
their job was to persuade diplomats to stay, to 
stop Lebanon becoming isolated from the 
world. Ambassadors from several Arab 
states have left Beirut for fear of kidnappings 
and assassinations. 

The unit, armed with American rifles and 
revolvers, has its own operations room with 
direct access to Prime Minister Sbafiq 
Wazzan, who is also interior minister. The 
decision to improve the protection of dip- 
lomats was made after gunmen kidnapped a 
British diplomat in Beirut on March IS and 
held him for 36 hours. Since then attacks 
have been launched on Iraqi, French and 
U.S. diplomats.

The registrations affea such things as 
issuance of grain and cotton ration coupons, 
incentives for ooe-child families and punish- 
ments for three or more children under popu- 
lation control policies. Some people also do 
not live where they are register^. Getting 
permission to move into a big city is difficult 
because of efforts to bold down urban orer- 
crowding. 

The census form warns, "respondents must 
provide information honestly." Li said that in 
tbe pilot census in Wuxi, many children were 
reported who had not been registered. 

He said the census takers hoped people 
would understand that information being 
gathered was important for economic plan- 
ning and China's modernization campai^ 
and that honest reporting conformed with 
their own interests. 

This is one theme of a large publicity cam- 
paign now under way. Meanwhile, local 
authorities have been told to straighten out 
household registTatJons before the census. 

Li said China's 1964 census produced a 
count of 723,070,296. The current question- 
naire is more detafled. It asks 19 questions 
including education, occupation, status of 
those now unemployed, number of women of 
chfld-bearing age and number of chOdreo 
born, in 1981 and in 1982. 

Authorities say the information is vital fo 
deciding China's birth controL employment, 
education, health and economic develop- 
ment policies. 


French office guard in Vienna shot 


VIENNA, Apri.l 26 (AP) — A securiQr 
guard was shot by an unknown gunman in 
front of the French trade office here Monday, 
police said. Police said the officer was seri- 
ously injured but gave no further information 
on the attack. 

The shooting followed a coordinated bomb 
attack on the French Embassy and the French 
national airline office here last Monday. No 
one was inj ured in the previous inddents, but 
there was extensive damage to buildings near 
tbe airline's office. Following last Monda/$ 
bombings,, special guards were posted at afl 
French instaJlations in tbe city. 

In a telephone call to Austrian railroad 
authorities last Monday an unidentified man 
threatened to place a bomb aboard the over- 
night Vienna-to-Paris express, prompting 
added security measures to be taken on the 
train. 

The trade office shooting follows the as$a^ 
sination of a French diplomat and his wife hi 
Beirut earlier this month, and recent threats 
against French interests abroad. 

In early March, the French Embassy at The 
Hague received a threatening letter <femandj 
mg release of two terrorists held in Paris. 

Booby-trapped car 
explodes in Belfast 

BELFAST, April 26 (AJFP) — Abrob^ 
trapped car exploded in a Catholic district 
here shortly ater midnight, injuring eight 
persons with flying glass. A Northern Ireland 
police spokesman said the car was parked 
between two late-night dubs. 

There had been no warning given, Md 
some three hours after the blast it lemaihed 
unclaimed, the spokesman noted. He refused 
to speculate about who might be responsible. 
The attack was of the kind normaSy carried 
out by the IRA, but occurred ia a Catholic 
area. 


Authorities said the letter bore the thumb- 
prints of Dich Ramirez Sanchez. or"Carlos." 
the world's most wanted terrorist. He is 
wanted here for the 1975 kidnapping of 
OPEC oil ministers, which left three persons 
dead after a 20-hour seige at OPEC bead- 
quarters. 

The two jailed terrorists, said to have con- 
nections with the West Gennan Baader- 
Meinhof gang, were given five-year sen- 
tences for the possesion and smuggling of 
arms last week. 

. Austrian Minister Erwin Lane said after 
last week’s bombings here there was no evi- 
dence to support the theory that Carlos was 
behind the attacks. 


Gen, Prem starts 
parley in Vienna 

VIENNA. April 26 (AFP) — The offirial 
part of a three-day visit here by Thailand's 
Prime Minister, Gen. Prem Tinsulanonda. 
began Monday with talks with Chancellor 
Bnmo Kreisky. and a reception at Vienna 
city hall. 

kreisky decorated Gen. Prem with the 
Order of Gold of the Republic of Austria. 
The two later discussed international events, 
particulariy the Southeast Asian situation. 
Gen. Prem also had a meeting scheduled for 
later Monday with Rudolf Kircbschlaeger, 
the president of Austria. 

Gen. Prem. who arrived Sunday, is accom- 
psmed a large delegaiiou including the 
ministers of forei^ industry and 

agriculture. The discussions Monday and 
Tuesday will cover international questions 
with emphass on matters relating to 
Southeast Asia such as refugees, neuiralii)’, 
nonalignment' and the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) of which 
Thailand is a member, o^rvers said. 

Tuesday will be devoted to economicques- 
tions. Austria is currently building a paper- 
works for Thailand, at a total cost of 2,800 
million schillings (about S165 million). Gen. 
Prem has expressed optimism over a pm'ble 
increase in cooperation between ^e two 
countries in the political, economic, scientific 
and technologic fields.

12 Indians killed 

NEW DELHL April 26 (AP) — TweKe 
persons were killed and SO injored when a 
strong burricane accompanied by heavy rain 
lashed pan of Rortbeastem India, tbe United 
News of India leponed Monday. 

Ousting up to 1 20 kflometers per hour, the 
storm damaged hundreds of homes as well as 
a medical college and an engineering school 
Sunday night, foe news agency said. 

The hurricane also kno^ed out power and 
communication lines in the Caebar district of 
Assam state, the report added. A radio sta- 
tion temporarily was knocked off foe air by 
the storm, UNI said. Authorities rushed med- 
ical and relief teams to foe hurricane- 
battered area. 

In western India an earthquake measuring 
4.5 on tbe Richter scale shook the cities of 
Kolhapur. Satara, Karad and Sangli on Mon- 
day, rattling windows and causing people to 
rush from their homes onto the streets. UNI 
reported. 

In Karad, the quake temporarily knocked 
out electric power, the news agency said. All 
four towns are in India's Maharashtra state. 
No damage or casualties were reported 
immediatdy.

Taipei produces combat jet 


TAIPEI. April 26 (AFP) — Nationalist 
China's militaiy industry has produced the 
prototype of a comfaet jet and is also develop- 
ing a h^^peed mmile patrol Corvette, 
according to reports quoting mtlitary 
authorities here Mon&y. 

There have been a series of announce- 
ments in recent months from the military 
authorities on the successful development m 
new weapons, apparently aimed at boosting 
morale following the recent refusal by the 
United States to supply Nationalist China 
(Taiwan) with advanced aircraft. Such infor- 
mation was previously considered confiden- 
tial, and as such, was rarely made public. 

Last week, tbe official Cci«oal Deify said

Movement terrorist gangs. 

French police arrested Regina Nicolai, 27, 
Karola Magg, 32, and Karin Kamp- 
Muennich, 26, in May, 1980, in one of two 
apartments tbe court said they rented and 
maintained in Paris as terrorist bastt for the 
Red Anny Faction, better known as the 
Baader-bfeinbof Gang, and tbe June 2 
Movement. 

For foe same purpose, the court said, the 
trio rented another apartment ill Milan, Italy. 
When police raided the apartments, they* 
found a workshop equipped for eounterfiet- 
ing, ammunition, and large amounts of 
money, some of which polire said wax from 
the ransom paid for the release of ludnapp^ 
Austrian industrialist Walter Palmers In 
1977. 

The three suspects were not in court when 
tbe judge read the verdict. Misa Nicolai ,
